if Offenses are Continued. 


Commissioner N. IL Buller, of 
the 
State Fish Department, has 
notified 
the C o n e wage Game and F’ish Protec­ 
tive Association that he has informa­ 
tion to the effect that fishermen in the 
portion of Adams County 
along 
the 
Conewago Creek are illegally 
using 
dip nets below the dams, which is 
a 
violation of the laws of this Common­ 
wealth. 
The law plainly provides 
that 
it 
-hall bo unlawful to fish in any' man­ 
ner, except by use of rod, 
hook 
and 
line, within JOO feet of the breast of 
m y dam. The department is empower­ 
ed to change 
this 
distance, 
which, 
however, so far as our dams are con­ 
cerned, has not been done. 
The purpose of this law is to pro­ 
tect the fish in their annual 
migra­ 
tion to their spawning beds, it being 
not uncommon for from 50 to IOO fish 
to he taken in a few hours, while they 
are at least temporarily 
delayed 
in 
such migration by the obstruction of 
such dams. 
The department promises to enforce 
thu law' in tin 
vicinity as vigorou ly 
as possible. 
Attention is al .«> directed 
to 
the 
law regulating dip 
nets. 
Tin 
law 
provides that the meshes of such nets 
hall measure at least 2L* inches from 
knot to knot, stretched measurement. 
This means that the dip net must be a 
one and one-quarter inch 
mesh 
net, 
clear of the knots. Many smaller siz­ 
ed nets are tieing used in the streams 
of the county, it is said, and the um rs 
of same, if apprehended, will be forc­ 
ed to pay fine and costs.

To raise the earth a height of one 
Inch bv the force which Archimedes 
would have been capable of exerting 
would take not only an extremely long 
lever, but an extremely long time, as 
can be readily shown. 
W e shall assume the following data 
in our calculation: That the earth is 
a sphere 7,938 miles In diameter aud 
th a t 5.5 la Its mean density; also that 
the lever has no weight. 
Should we 
design a real lever it would be of such 
enormous size and weight that Ar 
chimed***’ weight would bo a negligible 
quantity.

As the carbon of ordinary printing 
ink* does not bleach in using printed 
material for new- paper, a French firm 
ha* patented a special ink. The black 
pigment is a compound from tanbark 
extract* acting on ferrous sulphate, 
and this is incorporated with resin, 
or mineral oil and resin, or boiled lin­ 
seed oil. 
In repulping the paper the 
Ink is bleached with an acid solution 
of a hypochloride, chlorine gas. or 
hydrochloric or oxalic acid, the pulp 
boing made perfectly white.
